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PLAGUE’S HAVOC IN HARBIN. 


6,000 Dead, High Mortality Among 
Doctors—Outbreal. In Transbalkalla. 


HARBIN, Manchuria, Feb. 5. — Al- 
ready nearly 6,000 bodies of victims of 
the plague have been burned or buried 
in the outskirts of Harbin. Forty-eight 
hundred of these came from the Chinese 
town and a thousand from the Russian 
quarter. Yesterday sixteen stacks of cof- 
fins and seven pits, filled with bodies 
and oiled logs, blazed outside the town. 

The mortality among the physicians and 
the hospital attendants is high, consider- 
ing the means taken for their protection, 
and doctors, nurses and orderlies are suc- 
cumbing to the disease. The sanitery 
authorities hope soon to test serum of 
their own manufacture from the Man- 
churian bacilli, as the foreign importa- 
tions have proved ineffective. 

The happenings in Europe in the sev- 
enteenth century, when the “black 
death”’ swept through the country, are 
being repeated here. Fears bordering on 
panic have gripped the Chinese. At first 
they defied the medical officers and kept 
their sick and dead hidden, for the pur- 
pose of carrying out the ancient funeral 
rites. Now it is brother against brother, 
|father against son. The stricken ones 
(are forced into the streets to starve or 
|freeze or to fall pemshing from the swift 
| and deadly attack the plague makes upon 
}its victims. 
| Passers-by avoid these unfortunates, but 
|sometimes those engaged in sanitary 
work, masked and bandaged, reach them 
before they die and cart them to the 
|pest house, or, if they are dead, to the 
funeral pyres. Not infrequently an out- 
cast is to be seen kneeling and making 
his last obelsance before the grave of 
an ancestor, in sight of a pile of bodies 
of which he is soon to become one. 


ODESSA, Feb. 5.—It is reported that the 
plague has appeared in Transbaikalia, a 
'region in the western part of the gen-

Siberia.

FAMILIES TRAPPED AT DUSK 





Girl of Ten and a Young Man Vic- 
tims of Quick Spreading Blaze In 
West Sixty-elghth Street. 





ire swept through the five-story brown- 
stone apartment house at 105 West Sixty- 
eighth Street just before dusk yesterday, 
and, despite the heroic work of rescuers, 
two lives were lost and a woman who 
was carried through the flames is dying 
in Flower Hospital. 

The fire started in the cellar near the 
furnace, worked upward through the 


mushroomed out so rapidly on the fourth 
and fifth fleors that the families near the 
‘top of the house had to grope thelr way 
to safety. It was among these that the 
rescuers worked, snatching several help- 
less ones from the very door of death. 
Of all the rescues, one seemed the 
more dramatic to the hundreds who 
watched in the street below and cheered 
the rescuers on. On the fourth floor 
lived Herman L. Grunech, & haberdasher; 
his wife and three children, and Mr. 
'Grunech’s aged mother, Bertha. 
ltwo elder children, a girl and a boy, were 
‘playing in the street, and Mrs. Grunech 
iwas preparing the evening meal. Sud-

| under consideration for some time the 
|advisability of obtaining a smaller theatre,

the production of the small-cast plays next 
year.

FLIES TO MORRO LIGHTHOUSE 


Havana Cheers an 11-Mile Sea and 
Land Trip by McCurdy. 


HAVANA, Feb. 5.—With practically the 
entire population of Havana looking on, 
J. A. Dr McCurdy, who recently crossed 
the Strait of Florida in a biplane, made 
a flight to-day from the drill grounds at 
Camp Columbia to Morro lighthouse and 
back. ) 

A few minutes after 8 o’clock McCurdy’s 
aeroplane was seen topping Principe Hill 
at a high altitude. It was coming at 
great speed against a stiff easterly wind. 
Passing over San Lazaro Hospital the 
aviator left land behind and swept across 
the shallow outer bay at an altitude of 


800 feet, straight for Morro. He circled 
the lighthouse fifty feet above the lan- 
tern. Swinging to the left McCurdy 
darted seaward, then wheeled again and 
circled the tower once more, and straight- 
ened out on the return course. 

The official time for the round trip was 
sixteen minutes twelve seconds, and the 
estimated distance eleven miles. The ma- 
chine was a fifty-horse power biplane. 
The prize for the flight is $3,000, offered

DR. JOWETT WRITES 


‘Equivalent of His Present Sti- 
pend Is Enough, He Tells 
His New Church Here. 


$12,000 WAS OFFERED HIM 











Famous Preacher Answers His Critics 
in a Letter to the Fifth Avenue 
Presbyterian Congregation. 





A letter from Dr. 5. H. Jowett, D. D., 
the preacher of the Carr’s Lane Congrega. 
tional Church, Birmingham, England, who 
accepted last week the pastorate of the 
Fifth Avenue Presbyterian Church, was 
read yesterday to the congregation of that 
church. In it Dr. Jowett explains why he 
twice refused the offer to come to the 
church at what is said to be the largest 
salary ever offered a preacher—$12,000 a 
year and free house rent. 

Dr. Jowett stated that he was sure he 
“would not need” this large stipend, but 
would ‘‘seek the judgment”’ of the offi- 
cers of the church when he arrives as to 
the equivalent of the stipend he now is re- 
ceiving. By this suggestion Dr. Jowett 
answers critics who charged him with ac- 
|cepting the call to the American church 
| solely because of the salary. This is the 
_ letter which was read to the congregation 
by Clerk of Sessions Silas B. Brownell:

But while from the very first I have felt

judgment has been too unsteady to warrant 
me taking the step of acceptance.

Now that you have renewed 
the call a third time, still assuring me that 
you believe you have the mind of God, my 
uncertainty has passed, and I conclude that 
it is the will of the Head of the Church 
that I should accept. I am immensely 
strengthened in this conviction by the 
unanimous support of the Deacons and 
church at Carr’s Lane. 

I shali come to you from a church which 
has upheld me with prayerful and un- 
wearying support. For over fifteen years 
their love and kindness have made it pos- 
sible for me to preach the evangel of re- 
deeming love with ‘' all my mind and heart 
and strength,’’ and to lead in aggressive 
enterprises in the service of the Kingdom of 
God. I am persuaded I shail find the 
fame happy, penceful, and solid co-opera- 
tion at Fifth Avenue, and that we shall 
labor together in mutual confidence and af- 
fection for the welfare of men and the 
glory of God. 

May I be allowed to add that I am sure 
I shall not need the large stipend you so 
graciousiv offered me, and when I meet 
the officers of the church I shall seek their 
judgment as to what is the equivalent to 
the stipend I am receiving in my present 
charge.

El. PASO, Texas, Feb. 5.—Juarez has 
been saved from falling into the hands of 
the Mexican rebels under Gen. Orozco for 
ia time at least. Col. Rabago, who had 
'been waging a hard fight In the Casas 
' Grandes district for some time with some 
' disastrous results to his command, 
brought about 300 regular troops into the 

city to-night. 

This addition of veterans to the defend- 
ers would make Orozco’s attack far more 
difficult. Furthermore, additional rein- 
forcements are approaching from the east, 
;and Gen. Navarro, who drove Orozco out 
| of the Guerrero district, is hurrying up 
‘from Chihuahua with 600 men. It is not 
| believed that Orcezco will risk a fight in 
‘the city until he has at least checked

vious policy of withdrawing in the face 
'of large forces and quickly moving the 
centre of disturbance to some point which 
as been left unguarded in the pursuit of 
' his force. : 
Col. Rabago won his way into the city 
| with trouble, and probably with a heavy 
loss. It is known that he started from 
Casas Grandes with about 350 men. He 
has not revealed his loss. His dead and 
wounded were brought to the city. It is 
declared by some reports that his force 
had as many as 17V casualties from the 
fight he had ten miles south of the city, 
where the train on which he was travel- 
ing toward Juarez wag ditched. The 
insurgents who fought him from the sur- 
rounding hills say that only two of their 
force were killed and three wounded. 

It is asserted by friends of the insur-

gents that they won a victory, even 
though the capture of the city is now in 
doubt. Col. Babago was compelled to 
leave behind the stores he carried on the 
train, and these are declared to inelude 
many extra rifles and field guns and 
ammunition for them. The rebels have 
been badly in need of field artillery, and 
might use the captured guns with great 
effect against Navarro or the city. 


Commandeered a Regular Train, 

It is stated here that Col. Rabago last 
night commandeered a regular passenger 
train on the Mexico Northwestern Rafl- 
way bound to El Paso from Casas Gran- 
des, had extra cars put on and his troops 
aboard. Conductor Webster, an Amer- 
ican citizen, was in charge of the train. 


He protested that he was an American 
and did not want to run a troop train. 
Rabago is quoted as saying that he had 
orders to use the train and that the two 
Governnents would settle any question. 

The train was ditched. by the forces 
under Gen. Orozco in a@small cut at 
Buacho, ten-miles south of Juarez, at 
9:15 o’clock last night. The insurgents, 
who were stationed within 200 yards of 
the train, immediately made an examina- 
tion, because it had not stopped when 
signaled, causing them to suspect that 
Col. Rabago’s Federals were aboard. 
They had been warned of his coming. 
The examination proved that the train 
contained eighteen cars, and Gen. Orozto 
ordered his men to fire a volley tnto the 
air, to develop what part of it was occu- 
pied by soldiers. 

Men began to jump off the train, and 
Orozco, not being able to distinguish who 
were soldiers and who were not, ordered 
another harmless volley fired. The insur- 
rectos immediately retired to watch the 
situation until dnylight, thus giving all 
rnen-combatants and women and children 
time to get out of the way. 

Orozco at 6:80 A. M. saw soldiers on the 
embankment getting their breakfast, with 
a guard and a skirmish line out in front 
and one machine gun mounted. He im-

Noncombatants Sent Away. 


By 7:30 A. M. all non-combatants had 
left, and were getting to Juarez as best 
they could. When they were about three 
miles distant it was noticed that the in- 
surrectos were making charges from all 
directions on the Federal position, and the 
latter were holding their places behind 
the embankment and replying vigorously. 

From men on the train occupied by 
Rabago it is learned that when the train 
Was stopped the soldiers immediately 


prepared for battle and began putting out 
a heavy skirmish line on either side of 


the train while others unloaded a machine | 


fun and began mounting it behind the 
embankment. -A large number of the men 
were in the first car behind the engine. 
Many of these were killed or injured by 
the derailment of the coach. The wounded 
were placed in the ditch beside the train 
and everything possible done for them. 

Rabago has about 150 men of his own 
command and from 150 to 200 men of the 
Eighteenth Battalion of Infantry, which 
has been fighting practically for the last 
ten days, and others who had volunteered, 
altogether a force of from 400 to 600 men. 
This afternoon he escaped from the posi- 
tion in which he had been hemmed in by 
the insurgents, and slowly made his way 
toward Juarez, followed by the insurrectos, 
who harassed his rear guard. They final- 
ly ave up the chase, and he and his men 
came to the city. 

Rabago escaped by tearing up one of 
the box cars and building a skidway to 
get the horses off the cattle cars. The 
men were then lined up with their front 
to the insurrectos, and retreated 1,000 
yards eastward. On reaching the foot- 
hills they trained their machine guns on 
the insurrecto trenches. Afterward they 
moved nothwest in good order, and were 
Seen occasionally to face to the left and 
deliver volleys toward the insurrecto 
trenches. 

One hundred American adventurers left 
El Paso yesterday to join the insurgent 
army. The body is composed of men of 
all ages, classes, and conditions of life. 
Capt. A. T. Burkhart, a native Texan 
and resident of the border country, is in 
charge of the contingent. Ten thousand 
dollars in American gold was expended 
by the insurrecto agents in order to 
gather the men, and each recruit is said 
to have been paid $200 gold in advance 
for taking up the rebel cause. 

A Red Cross train left El Paso this 
morning to go to the assistance of the 
wounded in the battle.

MEXICO CITY, Feb. 5.—The telegraph 
wires from the North have been crowd- 
ed all day with official business and few 
private dispatches have been received.

Reyesistas in Nuevo Leon May 
Revolt To-day When Madero 
Crosses the Border. 








LEADER’S BROTHER HOPEFUL 





Declares Diaz Government Has Many 
Troubles—if Juarez Falis He Ex- 
pects Victory in Sixty Days. 





“There will be news to-morrow of an- 
other State in revolt,’’ was the remark 
made last night by Gustavo A, Madero, 
brother of Francisco I. Madero, leader 
of the Mexican rebellion, and head of the 
Mexican revolutionary junta in New York. 
| Mr. Madero did not explain his remark, 
‘but well-informed persons pointed to 
|dispatches from Laredo which indicated 
that Francisco I. Madero was about to 
cross from Texas into the State of Neuvo 
Leon. This State has long been a cen- 
tre of revolutionary feeling. It is filled 
with adherents of Gen. Bernardo Reyes, 
who was once the choice of President 
Diaz for his’ successor. When Diaz 
‘changed his mind Reyes was ousted from 
'the Governorship and was in grave dan- 
| ger of harm for a time, but finally was 
| put out of the way by being sent abroad 
/on @ military mission. He is still abroad. 
Gen. Trevino was sent to Monterey to 
keep down the revoiutionists, and has 
performed his task with great severity. 
When the Madero rebellion first broke 
out the Reyesistas looked upon it coldly 
and gave little aid. Efforts have since 
been made, however, to gain their sup- 
port, and Madero’s action in going to 
that State indicates that they have been 
successful. 

Gustavo A. Madero also spoke of the 
fighting around Juarez, of which he was 
kept informed yesterday.

Ex-Harvard Head Declares Biblical 
Book Maligns Motherhood.

BOSTON, Feb. 5.—Charles W. Ehlot, 
President Emeritus of Harvard, in his 
crusade for the teaching of sex hygiene in 
schools, to-day strongly assailed the 
book of Leviticus. 

Dr. Eliot declared that that Biblical 
book maligned motherhood in its asser- 
tion that children were born in sin. He 
declared for early marriage, on the 
ground that it would make for morality. 


“We must get rid of these monstrous 
things brought down to us from the Bible 
in Levictus,’’ said Dr. Eliot. * What 
we need is a new kind of teaching, and 
that means a new kind of teachers. Re- 
lief from present conditions can only be 
brought about through public discussion.” 

Dr. Eliot's remarks were made before 
the 20th Century Club.

New York Flireboats Help In Long 
Fight—Sunday Crowds a Hindrance 
—Vacuum Stores, Part of Pler Gone. 





An ofl fire in the coal yards of the Erie 
Railroad in Weehawken spread heavy 
smoke clouds over the North River and 
the west side of Manhattan all of yester- 


flames skyward, furnishing a spectacle 
for passengers on ferry boats and for 
all others whose windows look Jersey- 
ward. 

The blaze started soon after noon from 
Spontaneous combustion, it was said, in 
the Vacuum Oil] Stores at the foot of 
Nineteenth Street, Weehawken. A _ shed 
filled with 6,000 barrels of machine oil 
and part of the Erie's coal pier were de- 
Stroyed, with a loss estimated at $150,- 
000. A car load of dynamite was taken 
from the danger zone in time to avert an 
explosion. 

Patrolman Trunk of the Weehawken 
Police Station first saw the fire, and his 
alarm brought four engines from Wee- 
hawken under the command of Chief 
Pheiffer and two from Hoboken under 
Fire Chief Dunn. The New York fire 
boats Duane and Velox, with tug boats 
from the Pennsylvania, Erie, and Lacka- 
wanna Railroads, also joined in fighting 
the flames. 

Before’ the engines arrived the fire 
had got a good hold on the oil shed. 
Dense volumes of smoke rose out of the 
red. glow of the flames and were blown 
across the Hudson by the northwest wind, 
and the Thirty-fourrtn Street section of 
Manhattan became so completely filled 
with smoke that thousands of the resi- 
dents ran out into the street under the 
belief that the fire was in New York. 

In Weehawken and Hoboken Sunday 
dinners were abandoned and thousands 
of men and boys rushed to the Erie yards 
and interfere with the firemen. The 
crowd was only forced back when water 
was played on it. Three policemen 
from the Weehawken Station strove val- 
lantly to keep the crowd in order, but 
they were laughed at until reserves from 
Jersey City arrived and rushed the crowd 
back to the entrance of the oil yard in less 
than five minutes. 

The Weehawken firemen cut a hole 
the bu*khead and let the oil run out 
the shed initio the river. Some of the 
caught fire on the pier and set 
earload of oil in drums, which burnea 
fiercely for an hour, in sprte of being 
played on by two of the Pennsylvania 
tow boats.

At 3 o’clock the wall of the shed fell 
in with a crash that sent sparks shoot- 
ing up through the thick smoke and made 
the spectators believe there had been an 
explosion. Locomotives were used to 
drag the heavy hose from one side of 
the fire to the other, and many lines 
burst as they were dragged over the 
rough stones of the pier. This added to 
the belief in an explosion. 

The firemen of the six» companies of 
Weehawken and Hoboken were deluged 
with lubricating oil and C.

THE GROWN PRINCE'S 
TOUR DISAPPOINTING 


Political Results Were Expected 
| from Visits to Oriental 








| Courts Now Canceled. 





PLAGUE DOUBTED AS CAUSE

Rumor Ascribes Return to Complica- 
tions In Europe, Wife’s Iliness,. or 


Clash with British Officials in India.

BERLIN, Feb. 5.—Intense disappoint- 
ment has been caused in Germany by 
the necessity of breaking off the Crown 
Prince’s sojourn in the Far East on ac- 
count of the prevalence of the plague in 
China. His projected visits to the 
Courts of China and Japan, which were 
to have been characterized by great 
pomp, were expected to produce sub- 
stantial political results for Germany. 

The official announcement of the 
Kaiser's decision to recall his heir men- 
tions that the trip “for this year” will 
end at Calcutta. This indicates plainly 
that the Crown Prince’s projected visits 
to Peking, Tokio, Bangkok, and other 
places are postponed, but not aban- 
doned. 

The Government's statement was the 
| first intimation Germany had that the 
| Philippines and the Dutch East Indies 

were part of his imperial Highness’s 
\itinerary. The invitation to visit Ma- 
‘nila was extended to the Kaiser by 
| Becretary Dickinson of the War De- 
| partment when he was in Berlin last 
, October on his way home from the Far 
| Hast. 
| As was inevitable, there are wiseacres 
in Berlin who see deep and mysterious 
reasons for the sudden cancellation of 
the Crown Prince’s traveling plans, and 
| who declare that the plague in China 
‘was a welcome excuse for hiding the 
/real underlying motives. One report 
| asserts that the Crown Prince was re- 
‘called because of impending political 
complications in Burope, which require 
| his presence at the head of his regi- 
ment. 

, Another story hints of a disquieting 
\state of health of the Crown Princess, 
| who is spending the Winter in Egypt. 
| It has been rumored in Berlin for some 
time that the popular and charming 
| Princess is suffering from some tuber- 
cular malady which necessitates her 
| Tesidence in a southern climate for an 
‘indefinite period. Tho Crown Prince, as 
now arranged, will return from the 
Far Past via the Suez Canal, joining 
| his wife in Egypt or Sicily, and return- 
‘ing to Germany with her. 

| A third reason assigned by gossip 
for the breaking up of the Crown 

Prince’s trip is that he and his entour- 
age, particularly his Diplomatic Adju- 
‘tant, Herr Von Treutler, have had some 
clashes with British Government of- 
ficials in India, though why that should 
have anything to do with the cancella- 
tion of the visits to China and Japan is 
not quite apparent. 

The Crown Prince writes his army 
comrades in Berlin and Potsdam that 
he is having “the time of his life” in 
India. The premature interruption of 
his trip, which was not to end until 
June, is thought to be the keenest per- 
sonal disappointment to him. 


109,000 HONOR SOCIALIST. 


Vast Crowds In Berlin Follow Body of 
Paul Singer to Grave. 


BERLIN, Feb. 5—Deputations from all 
| parts of Germany and from many foreign 
‘organizations and more than 100,000 per- 
gons took part in the procession at the 
| funeral today of Paul Singer, the Social- 
{st Deputy, whose death occurred on Jan- 
‘uary 81. It was the greatest demonstra- 
tion of the kind ever seen in Berlin in 
‘honor of a private citizen. The proces- 
‘sion took more than four hours to pass 
'a given point. So overwhelming was the 
attendance that admission to the ceme- 
‘tery could only be had by card. The po- 
lice were out in full force, but perfect 
order prevailed. 

Herr Singer’s death and Herr Bebel’s 
practical withdrawal from political activ- 
ity through ill health opens up the prob- 
lem as to whom the Socialists” shall 
choose as their new leader in the Reichs- 
tag. The indications are that the lead- 
ership will go to the new school of poli- 
'ticians, who favor a revision of the 
'party’s creed in the direction of practical 


present-day problems, rather than the 
theoretical mapping out of the condition 
(of society in a socialized state. Herr 
Dietz, Deputy of Stuttgart, is promi- 
nently mentioned as the new leader.

Lord Bingham, eldest son of the Earl 
of Lucan and the bridegroom’s brother, 
acted as best man. Col. Bingham, who 
was formerly in command of the First 
Life Guards, is temporarily at the head 
of the Second Brigade of Housshold 
Cavalry. 


When Samuel Sloan Chauncey died in 
1890, it was said by many that he had 
left “the most beautiful widow in the 
world.”

HONDURANS CONSIDER PEACE 


Rival Factions Discussing Plans for 
Proposed Armistice. 


PUERTO CORTEZ, Honduras, Feb. 5.— 
Both the revolutionary and Government 
officials of Honduras spent yesterday in 
considering peace negotiations. Capt. 
Davis of the United States cruiser Ta- 
coma, which returned here from Ceiba, 
is using his best efforts to bring about 
a settlement of the trouble. While at 


Ceiba, Capt. Davis conferred with Gen. 
Bonilla, the revolutionary leader, with re- 
spect to a proposed arthistice through the 
good offices- of the Administration at 
Washington. Gen. Bonilla promised to 
take the proposition under advisement, 
but as yet there has been no definite 
action. 

In event of a peace conference, {it prob- 
ably will take place aboard the Tacoma 
upon the arrival of the delegates. Both 
President Davila and Gen. Bonilla are 
contemplating negotiations through peace 
envoys. One cause of the delay probably 
is that Gen. Bonilla is ill, and has been 
trying to recuperate, after exhausting ex- 
ertions, at Ceiba. 

Gen. Lee Christmas has assumed con- 
trol here, where he seems to be very pop- 
ular. Bonilla’s army, while advancing 
on this city, was stopped by detachments 
from the Tacoma, pending developments 
in the proposed armistice, The Govern- 
ment army is intrenched opposite Pimi- 
enta, which is in the interior, about forty- 
five miles from Puerto Cortez, and the 
next battle probably will take place there. 

The United States gunboat Wheeling 
has arrived here from Guantanamo. The 
Hornet, the revolutionary gunboat, fs on 
her way here from Trujillo, under com- 
mand of Ensign Bruce of the Tacoma.

BERLIN, Feb, 5.—The press is in- 


dulging in a rifiiculous orgy of irre- 
sponsible abuse of American securities, 
apropos of the prospective refusal of 
the Prussian Government to permit the 
shares of the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. 
Paul Railway to be listed on the Berlin 
Stock Exchange. 

The following tirade from the official 
organ of the Conservative Agrarian 
Party, the Deutsche Tages-Zeitung, is 
typical of what is appearing in other 
newspapers: 

“The Chicago, Milwaukee, & St. Paul 
really has a brilliant future behind it. 
American railway securities in genéral 
have lost favor. Recent reports from 
New York show Americans themselves 
to have practically ceased to invest in 
them. The uncertainties over the tariff 
and the next Presidential election have 
brought speculation in American rail- 
way stocks and bonds to a standstill. . 

“As the railways, however, have 
colossal capita} requirements, it is de- 
sired to ‘favor’ France and Germany 
with securities of doubtful quality. 
Having encountered a chilly reception 
in Paris, Americans are now trying, 
through the Berlin Handelgesellschaft, 
a prominent bank, to introduce Chicago, 
Milwaukee & St. Paul shares as the 
first American railway issue listed cn 
the German market.

A NEW SILVERBERG SWINDLE. 


$5,000 Bank Theft In Japan Lald to 
Impersonator of J, Coleman Drayton. 











| Tha story of a swindle which netted one 
| Harry Silverberg, supposed to be the 
'same Harry Silverberg who impersonated 
| J. Coleman Drayton several-years ago and 
_ got in trouble with the police, and who, as

The Appellate Division has reversed a 
verdict obtained by the First National 
Bank of Denver against Brown Brothers

trial. According to the facts brought out 
before a referee here the details of the 
swindle were: 

James J, Brown of Denver was travel- 
(ing in Japan in 1902. 
|in the First National Bank of his home 
city. One day John F.. Campton, a friend of 
Brown's in Denver, received a cablegram 
signed with Brown's name, asking him 
to cable §5,000 at once. Campion did 
nothing about the matter, and another 
cablegram arrived, saying: ‘‘ Nothing ar- 
rived. Investigate.”’ 

This telegram was taken to the First 
National Bank, and the bank wired to 
Brown Brothers & Co. here, requesting 
them to pay the Yokohama Specie Bank 
of Tokio $5,000 by cable to the credit of 
J. J. Brown, upon satisfactory identifica- 
tion. And this additional instruction was 
added: *‘ Attach much importance to men- 
tal condition of pavee. Importance of this 
cannot be overestimated.”’ 

When a representative of Brown Broth- 
ers & Co. called at the New York office 
of the Yokohama Specie Bank to arrange 
for the draft the Yokohama Bank’s agent 
refused to order the payment with the 
conditions attached. Finally the Denver 
bank wired to make payment “ upon sat- 
isfactory identification,’’ which is the 
usual form, and the money was paid. 

Soon it came out that the money had 
been paid to some one other than J. J. 
Brown, and the Denver bank called on 
Brown Brothers & Co. to make good. The 
latter disclaimed resposibility, and suit 
' was started. 
| Mr. Brown testified that he recognized 
ithe signature of the telegram to Campion 
filed in Tokio. It was, he said, the sig- 
nature of one Harry Silverberg, whom he 
had met in Japan and accompanied on a 
day’s excursion. He said that Silverberg 
tried to borrow money from him several 
times. The referee found against Brown 
Brothers & Co. on the ground that the 
Denver bank's instructions as to a sgsatis- 
factory identification had not been carried 
out. It is this decision of the referee that 
the Appellate Division has overruled. The 
court holds that the Denver bank was at 
fault for not accompanying its instruc- 
tions with ag oy as to the appear- 
ance of J. J. Brown. 


CORNELL STUDENTS FIGHT. 


Break Up One Show and Are Kept 
Out of Another—Twenty Hurt. 


ITHACA, N. Y., Feb. 5.—The first clash 
which Cornell students have had with the 
police in several years occurred early to- 
day, after an all-night celebration of the 
completion of midyear examinations. 
Twenty students were injured. 

The hilarity hegan at a performance at 
a local theatre, where egg throwing and 
catealis finally forced the management to 
close the show. The students then formed 
in line and marched to a moving picture 
show, where admission was denied them. 
A clash with half a dozen police ‘officers 
and three theatre attachés followed, in 
which the officers used their night sticks. 


Three alleged leaders were arrested, but 
later paroled for a hearing to-morrow, in 
the custody of the Proctor. 

The Proctor is an innovation at Cornell. 
He tried last night to quiet the students 
by a speech at the theatre, but his effort 
went for naught.

LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


Artificial Musk Held Dutiable at 25 
Per Cent. as Chemical Compound. 











In harmony with a decision of the Fed- 
‘eral Customs Court, the Board of United 
States General Appraisers holds that arti- 
ficial musk imported by Ungerer & Co. is 
dutiable properly as a chemical compound 
at 25 per cent. ad valorem, as assessed 
by the customs authorities. It was the 
claim of the importers that the musk 
should be permitted to enter at 20 per 
cent., under Paragraph 15, as a coal tar 

roduct or preparation, not a color or 

ve and not medicinal. 

The question which arises under the 
act of 1897 seems to have been the sub- 
ject of much litigation, covering a long 
period of time. In an earlier proceeding 
the board found adversely to the claims 
of the protestants. On appeal the de- 
cision of the board was affirmed by con- 
sent. Later on, in a new case, the board 
again held adversely to Ungerer & Co., al- 
though additional evidence in the firm’s 
behalf was introduced. At that time the 
decision stated that the additioal evidence 
did not.warrant a disturbance of the 
former decision.

STILL CROWDS AT TRIAL 





Medical Experts Insist That Pantchen- 
ko’s Alleged Victim Died of Poison 
by Diphtherial Toxin. 





ST. PETERSBURG, Feb. 5.—The trial 
of Dr. Pantchenko and Count Patrick 
O’Brien de Lacy for the murder of Count 
Vassili Bouturlin was continued to-day 
in the crowded courtroom. Dr. Pant- 
chenko spent some time trying to explain 
away the meaning of a letter written in 
French, which he had previously con- 
fessed refcrred to the plot to poison 
Count Vassili and his father, Gen Boutur- 
lin. 

Further details of the conclusions of the 
medical experts, which were unfavorable 


ito Pantchenka, show that the Count died 


the creation | 
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from hypertrophy and degeneration of the 
heart muscles, which were overfilled with 
blood. A second distinctive symptom, 
they testified, was the sanguifluous con- 
dition of the body, which was covered 
with violet-colored marks from suptured 
blood vessels, both symptoms being char- 
acteristic of diphtheria. The experts held 
that the poisoning was undoubtedly due 
to a toxin. most probably diphtherial in 
character. The sole detail lacking to 
make an absolute diagnosis was the ab- 
sence of special diphtherial spots in the 
throat, but this they accounted for by 
the fact that not bacteria, but a poison 
generated by them was injected. 
The register of the Grand Hotel was in- 
troduced as evidence. This showed that 
O’Brien de Lacy was a guest there trom 
May 11 to May 17, 1910. According to 
Dr. Pantchenko’s original confession, 
O’Brien paid the expenses of qa trip which 
he made to Cronstadt to secure a toxin. 
This was about May 11, but O’Brien as- 
serts that he did not arrive here until 
May 12 and therefore that Pantchenko 


‘could not have received the money from 


him. 

A witness for the crown narrated ep!- 
sodes in O'Brien's life. O’Brien, he said, 
onee invited two provincial land owners 
to meet three members of the Cabinet. 
He hired men to impersonate them, and 
they played their parts to periection. As 
the result of the masquerade O’Brien 
pocketed $35,000. 

So mucn testimony is being presented 
with reference to the many ramifications 
of the case that a long time is likely to 
elapse before the end of the trial is 
reached. 


EXPLAIN TO NEW ROCHELLE. 


That City’s Officials Account for Their 
Stewardship at People’s Forum. 
Special to The New York Times. 

NEW ROCHELLE, Feb. 5.—An_ un- 
usual topic brought out a crowd at to- 
day’s session of the People’s Forum. 
Two thousand people came to learn from 
the city officials how the various depart- 
ments of the city are operated, and to 
obtain an insight into the methods of 

the city government. 

The speakers were Mayor Harry Kj. 
Colwell, who spoke on the duties and 
powers of the Mayor and the control of 
the city departments; Albert Leonard, 
Ph. D., Superintendent of Schools; Rich- 
ard Lathers, Jr., chairman of the Board 
of Public Works; Edwin H. Codding, 
M. D., Health Officer, and Edward Stet- 
son Griffing. City Controller. Burton K. 
Hendrick presided. 

On the invitation of Supreme Court Jus- 
tice Martin J. Keogh, who started the 
People’s Forum ten years ago and has 
supported and directed the institution, 
the audience heckled the speakers, but 
partisan questions were barred. Mayor 
Colwell having deciared himself opposed 
to annexation to New York City. a 
woman in the audience asked his reason. 
Mr. Colwell said: 

‘New Rochelle is one of the 
suburban cities about New York. We 
are going io develop on our own lines. 
New Rochelle has doubled in population 
in the last ten years, and I see no rea- 
son why we should lose our identity and 
be swailowed up by the greater city.”’ 


HUGE AUSTRIAN WAR BUDGET 


Concern Over $40,000,000 Additional 
for Army, $65,000,000 for Navy. 


VIENNA, Feb. 5.—Great concern has 
been caused the newspapers and the pub- 
lic by the ministerial reveiations at Buda- 
pest of enormously increased credits tor 
the Army and Navy. The total extra 
credits amounted to $40,000,000 for the 
Army, and $65,000,000 for the Navy dur- 
ing the next four years. 

The Ministers intimated also that the 
estimates will be still further increased 
later, the annual requirement for the 
Navy being nearly $50,000,000, as com- 
pared with an average of $10,000,000 
heretofore. Vice Admiral Monte-Cuccoli, 
Commander of the Austrian Navy, an- 
nounced that his object was the creation 
of a fleet of sixteen first-class battie- 
ships. 

He declared that only in this way could 
Austria keep her place with the other 
powers. None of the Ministers, however, 
was able to state how the money is to be 
found, except by incurring a new debt, 
and stormy debates are expected when 
the Reichsrath comes to discuss ways 
and means.

Still 
later, however, disaster came to Deme- 
trius, and he fled for his life. He went to 
Athens, but the fickle populace refused to 
receive him. He got on top again, how- 
and after capturing Athens. he 
eummoned al! the leading citizens to the 
theatre, They assembled, expecting to be 
slaughtered.

Horse grease, cowpox, as first advocated 
by Jenner, or pure horse grease, as he 
later in life adopted? Jenner distinctiy 
proved that ‘spontaneous cowpox’ was 
useless, and warned the profession against 
its use, and yet the advertisement of 
prominent vaccine firms state that their 
seed virus is from cows having ‘ spon- 
taneous cowpox.’ Other firms are and 
have been using virus from cows that 
were inoculated with pure smallpox from 
human beings. Now, if Jenner is the 
father of vaccination and the medical 
profession has never disavowed belief in 
it, by what right or by what discovery 
since made do they depart from the Jen- 
nerian principle of vaccine virus, and then 
enforce it upon us by law? 

“The medical profession: is constantly 
quoting ‘pure calf lymph from _ healthy 
calves.’ How can calves be healthy when 
they have to be diseased in order to get 
the virus? 

‘Tt is a direct violation of the principle 
of asepsis in surgery, which is advocated 
by scientific medicine and stands for 
this, that no foreign organism shall be 
permitted to go into any cut part on the 
human body, and aseptic medicines are 
used in all operations to prevent what Is 
done in vaccination. Any surgeon who 
would put matter from a sore into a 
freshly cut body in an operation would 
now be considered a fit subject for a 
lunatic asylum, and yet they do this very 
thing in vaccination, and never seem to 
renlize its dangers. When accidents and 
deaths occur from vaccination they al- 
wavs contend that the vaccination was 
improperly done or that the person was 
not clean, but always deny that the vac- 
cination itself could cause the fatal re- 
sult. but I challenge them to produce 
vaccine virus free from bacterial taint.” 

Mr. Weinberger complained of the Board 
of Education for its stand on compulsory 
vaccination, and reviewed the case of Her- 
bert A. Thorpe of Staten Island, who had 
threatened to shoot anybody who attempt- 
ed to vaccinate his children. He said he 
had asked the Board of Education to pro- 
vide a school in every borough where 
children whose parents objected to vac- 
cination could send them. He also had @ 
word for ‘‘doctors who take their pro- 
fession into ~olitics.”” He said that if 
they did not endeavor to have laws passed 
througn the Legislature like that for 
compulsory vaccination, appropriations 
like those for Boards of Health would 
have to be cut down and many young 
doctors would lose their places. He said 
he was against compulsory vaccination 
because rich children were favored—“ and 
the rich,” he said, ‘‘ can always get their 
rights, can always hire lawyers who may 
get them even a little more.” 

He advocated sanitation instead of vac. 
cination. ‘' Tear down the tenements and 
pay the landlords for them.’’ 

When the Chairman, Dr. Willlam H. 
Weston, opened the free discussion 4 
white-haired man mounted the rostrum 
and said: 

“When I was 8 years old I suffered 
from smallpox so badly that it was 
thought I was doomed to blindness for 
life. Every one in the little village where 
I lived had had it. One child would get 
it. and it would spread through the whole 
place.

His Champions Seem Ready for a Vote 
—Popular Election of Senators 


Uniikely te Succeed.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—Exactly four 
weeks remain of the lifetime of the pres- 
ent Congress, and the President’s legisla- 
tive programme stands almost exactly 
where it did when he sent in his annual 
message at the beginning of the session. 
The House has passed one or two of the 
measures Mr. Taft advocated, and the 
Senate has done likewise, but so far they 
have not passed the same measures, and 
not one of the bills urged by the Presi- 
dent has become law. In regard to the 
particular measures it is hdd to see any 
brilliant signs of change in the month re- 
maining, but at the end of a session there 
is always a chance that things will 
straighten out, and that the President get 
at least part of his demands. 

The House has passed the Tariff Board 
bill, and that is now under consideration 
in the Senate. The House will almost 
certainly pass the Canadian reciprocity 
resolution this week. The Senate has 
passed the Ship Subsidy bill, and by a 
bare majority vote is keeping before it 


for consideration the popular election of 
Senators’ amendment, which requires a 
two-thirds vote for poe. In the For- 
tifications bill is the provision for the 
fortification of the Panama Canal, as 
advovated by the President, but that 
measure has not yet been reported from 
the House committee. 

The House has passed half of the an- 
nual appropriation bills that are necessary 
to the upkeep of the Government, and the 
Senate hus acted on only two—both of 
minor importance. In addition the Hon- 
duran treaty, whereby under certain guar- 
antees an American syndicate of bankers 
would take over the Honduran national 
debt and finance the little republic, has 
not reached the Senate. 

That is about the situation, so far as 
actua] passuge of measures is concerned. 
Other things being equal, the four weeks

EDDY TRUSTEES FILE 
ANSWER TO WILL SUIT 


Contend Bequest to Church Is 
Not Governed by New Hamp- 
shire or Bay State Laws. 








ACTION A BREACH OF FAITH 





Plaintiff, Founder’s Son, Relinquished 
All Interest In His Mother's Es 
tate for $125,000, They Say.

CONCORD, N. H., Feb. 5.—Counsel for 
the estate of Mary Baker Eddy has filed 
with Amos J. Shurtleff, Clerk of Court 
for Merrimac County, their answer to the 
bill in equity brought by Mrs. Eddy’s sen, 
George W. Glover, who is contesting her 
bequest to the Christian Science Church. 

The answer declares that the statements 
in the bill are not only ‘“‘ wholly tirrele- 





pertinent.”” It accuses former United 
States Senator William E. Chandler, who 


has been counsel for Glover from the be- 
ginning of the litigation several years 


ago, when the “ next friend’s” suit was 
brought, with bad faith in bringing the 
action. It also declares that on Oct. 28, 
1909, Glover entered into a solemn agree- 
ment by which he relinquished, for $125,- 
000, all his interest in the estate. 

The contention of Mr. Chandler tn his 
suit in equity is that under the statutes 
of Massachusetts and New Hampshire the 
amount which may be bequested to a 
Church is such a sum as will yield an in- 
come of $10,000 In the former State and 
$5,000 in the latter. The defendants in 
their answer say that while the statutes 
in question limit the amount of a bequest 
to any one church, the statutes are inap- 


plicable to the bequest of Mrs, Eddy, 
which they declare is intended “for de- 
nominational or other uses which are not 
confined to one church.”’ 

The defendants deny that there is no 
regular system of educational and charit- 
able work connected with the mother 
church, and say that ‘“‘on the contrary, 
the fundamental purpose for which the 
church was established and exists 
namely, the promotion of the doctrines of 
Christian Science, is essentially charitable, 
the objects sought to be furthered by 
such promotion being the furtherance and 
pre ing of religion, the spiritual educa- 

on of mankind, and the relief and over- 
coming of sin, suffering, disease, and 
diatress.”’ 

The defendants further aver that George 
W,. Glover having released all claims as an 
heir to the estate of his mother, and bind- 
ing himself never to contest or question 
any disposition of property which she 
might make, does not occupy any posi- 
tion of trust entitling him to the dfrection 
and guidanoe of the court in the rm- 
ance of fiduciary duties for whi he hag 
asked. 

Even if the residuary bequest were vo! 
says the answer in effect, it would no 
go to the heirs-at-law of Mrs. Eddy as 
an interstate property, but would pass 
to the church tn trust for the execution 
of her final and paramount purpose and 
for extending the religion of Christian 
Science as taught by her. Hence, it is 
argued, the plaintiff, Geo Ww. Glover, 
has no interest in Mrs. Ed 78 estate nor 
in the effect of the statu upon the 
residuary bequest. 

The defendants ask that the present bill 
be dismissed, and that Glover and his 
managing attorney be enjoined and com- 
manded by the court not to bring, prose- 
cute or maintain any other proceeding in 
any court relating to an alleged claim of 
interest as an helr-at-law in Mary Baker 
Eddy’s estate.

Athletic Union is not relished by the 
Catholic Athletic League is shown by the

“If that is so, how could a release pa- 
per be granted by the Registration Com- 
mittee, or at least by its Chairman, when 
the man to whom it was issued had not 
taken the proper methods to obtain it 
from the club, and particularly when he 
was not a member of the organization in 
whose favor it was made out? 

“The whole question ts right back to 
the point that the: tholic Athletic 
League asserts that members of its body 
are subject to the release power and en- 
titled to the same rights as any recog- 
nized body belonging to the union. The 
chairman, Mr. Farley, must have thought 
& release necess or else he would 
not have exacted igren’s signature to 
a demand for one. 

“If Ahigren is a member of the Irish

It is keenly appreciated at Yale 
that Harvarg is yielding a point in agree- 
ing to go to New York City, and Harvard 
spirit im making the sacrifice is lauded at 
Yale. Yale has agreed to play the New 
York game on any date that Harvaré re- 
quests. 

Capt. Johnny Kilpatrick of the Yale 
track team to-night announced plans for 
the indoor track athletic season. Thres 
meets will be entered, beginning with the 
Boston Athletic Club games Saturday. 
Yale will also send her indoor team to the 
New York Athletic Club games Feb. 18 
and the Georgetown meet two weeks later.

P. J. Conway, President of the Irish-

athletes out of the common. But we have 
simply been following the lead of @ club 
which is our strongest opponent.

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MR. ALDRICH’S BANK PLAN. 

fo the Nditor of The New York Times: 

Would it be too much to ask of THE 
Times to give a succinct summary of 
the essential features of Mr. ALD- 
RICH’s plan for the improvement of 
our banking and currency system, for 
the benefit of readers who, like my- 
self, have not the time or, perhaps, 
the technical knowledge to analyze his 
elaborate statement?

The purpose of Senator ALDRICH'S 
plan is to provide a federated organiza- 
tion of National banks by which their 
resources can be made more readily, 
completely, and securely available for 
supplying sound credit for the business 
of the country, and by which the pres- 
ent bond-secured bank currency can be 
gradually replaced by an equally safe 
bank currency which will respond with 
reasonable promptness to the changing 
ectual requirements of legitimate busi- 
ness. 

The proposed organization is to be at- 
tained substantially as follows: A cen- 
tral reserve association is to be author- 
ized, with a capital of approximately 
$300,000,000, with its head office at 
Washington. he entire stock of this 
association is to be subscribed for by 
National banks, each bank taking an 
amount equal to 20 per cent. of its own 
capital. The country is to be divided 
into fifteen districts, in each of which 
a branch reserve association is to be es- 
ablished. Within each of these dis- 
tricts there is to be a local association, 
consisting of not less than ten banks, 
and each bank subscribing to the stock 
of the central reserve association is to 
join the local association most con- 
venient to it. Thus there are provided 
three stages of Federal organization, 
based on the principle of representa- 
tion which is familiar to the American 
people and in the application of which 
they have won notable success. 

The specific operation of this repre- 
sentative principle is as follows: Each 
local association elects one Director of 
the branch association in its district. 
The banks in each local association 
shall then choose a voting represent- 
ative, or proxy holder, each bank hav- 
ing as many votes as it has shares in 
the reserve association. These proxy 
holders shall elect a number of Direct- 
ers equal to two-thirds of the total 
mumber of local associations. All the 
Mirectors thus chosen by the loca] asso- 
eclations and by the proxy holders shall 
then choose a number of Directors 
equal to one-sixth of the whole board 
“representing the industrial, commer- 
cial, agricultural, and other interests of 
the district.” The process may sound 
a little complicated, but there is no rea- 
gon why it should not work smoothly. 
Its distinctive feature is the introduc- 
tion, by careful selection, of business 
representatives, other than bankers, in 
the Directorate of the fifteen branches. 
The same principle is applied to the se- 
lection of the Directorate of the reserve 
Fifteen are chosen, one by

The reserve association thus organ- 
ized, with representatives of the sub- 
scribing banks, of the United States 
Government, and of business interests 
in its Directorate, is to be the principal 
fiscal agent of the United States Gov- 
ernment; the cash balance of the Gov- 
ernment shall be deposited with it and 
its branches, and the disbursements 
shall be made through this agency. It 
may receive deposits only from the 
Government and 
banks. It may rediscount commercial 
paper guaranteed by a local associa- 
tion; or, of limited character, paper in- 
dorsed! by a depositor bank; or, in 
emergency, the paper of a depositing 
bank indorsed by a local association 
and with securities 50 per cent. in ex- 
cess of the loan. These rediscounts are 
to be the chief business of the reserve 
association, which is to maintain the 
rate of discount uniform throughout the 
United States. In addition, the reserve 
association may deal in the securities of 
the United States, or of any State, or 
certain forms of foreign securities; In 
gold, loaning it or loaning on it; in for- 
eign bills of exchange bought from sub- 
scriber banks, and may deal abroad in 
foreign bills of a prescribed character.

A like aim is pursued in the pro- 
visions as to bank currency. There is 
to be no further issue of National bank- 
hotes under the present system. Out- 
‘Standing notes, when retired, are not to 
be reissued. Instead, notes of the re- 
serve association are to be issued by 
the following process: The reserve as- 
sociation must offer for one year to 
buy at par the 2 per cent. bonds held 
by the banks to secure circulation and 
to assume responsibility for the re- 
demption of notes thus secured. When 
notes are redeemed the reserve assocta- 
tion shall issue in their place its own 
notes. These notes are to be covered 
one-third by gold or other lawful money 
and the remainder by United States 
bonds or bankable commercial paper; 
they are to be a first lien on all assets, 
and must be redeemed in lawful money 
on presentation. Beyond the amount 
of its notes replacing National bank- 
notes, the reserve association may 
make issues subject to a tax of 3 per 
cent. on the first $100,000,000, 4 per 
cent. for the second, 5 per cent. for the 
third, and 6 per cent. above $300,000,- 
000. The element of elasticity is prac- 
tically in the issues secured, by bank- 
able commercial paper, which, it is ex- 
pected, will vary in volume with the re- 
quirements of sound business. It will 
be noted that the same element exists 
in the credit operations of the reserve 
association and its branches. The man- 
agement of the entire organization is 
designed to secure the direct participa- 
tion of representatives of all the busi- 
ness intérests, from those arising in the 
work of the individual banks through- 
out the Union to those embracing the 
broadest National and international 
transactions. The intervention of the 
United States Treasury under the pres- 
ent antiquated system is eliminated, 
and a practical effort is mhde to elimi- 
nate, also, the arbitrary and rigid and 
unbusinesslike conditions arising from 
a bond-secured currency.

as possible. Canada had been at first 
tempted by this scheme, and had initi- 
ated it by granting a preference to 
English imports. But plainly, if once 
the vastly greater and better markets 
of the United States are opened to 
Canada, that country will never consent 
to close them again by tariff barriers 
erected along her border. 

Practically, therefore, when the Sen- 
ate votes on the reciprocity agreement 
it will be voting indirectly on the estab- 
lishment of a protective system in 
Great Britain, by far the most valuable 
of our customers—the United Kingdom 
takes fully one-half of all our exports 
to Europe.

OREGON’S WIFE BEATERS. 

Probably the abolition of the whip- 
ping post for wife beaters in Oregon is 
a fresh triumph of civilization. Wife 
beating has been rare in that State 
since the, penalty of public whipping 
was instituted four years ago, but it is 
not fair to prophesy that-it will become 
more frequent now. We do not believe 
that the members of the Oregon Legis- 
lature were induced to abolish the pen- 
alty because of a conviction that there 
are wives in Oregon who need occasion- 
al chastisement. But it is not unlikely 
that the infrequent use of the whip- 
ping post has induced them to heed the 
arguments of sentimentalists who op- 
pose any form of corporal punishment. 
if wife beating becomes common now 
that the public humiliation and flagel- 
lation of the wife beaters is stopped, it 
will be easy enough to restore the 
whipping post to public service. 

The legislators are doubtless justified 
in believing that civilization has ad- 
vanced in Oregon in the four years. 
Whipping posts and pillories are relics 
of barbarism, and belonged properly to 
the age of the rack and the thumb- 
screws. To precisely that epoch of so- 
cial development, however, the wife- 
beating husband properly belongs, and 
if he exists as a brutal anachronism 
and troubles a community, it might 
seem that a good way to punish him 
and suppress his vicious inclinations Is 
to treat him as he treats his wife. The 
objection lies inthe fact that it de- 
grades the punishers. 








TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


All whom the pur- 
Handling suits of business or 
Times Square Pleasure have brought 
Traffic. to Times Square in the 
last two weeks must 
have noticed with much satisfaction, if at 
all acquainted with the conditions before 
that time, the application of new traffic 
rules to this congested district. The 
crowds itn Times Square, generally large 
at almost all hours, simply choke up all 
neighboring streets when flowing to and 
from the theatres. With the heavy 
vehicular traffic at the same time, Times 
Square had become so congested at the- 
atre hours as to make the movement 
of pedestrians slow and difficult. When 
this condition had become almost unbear- 
able the police put into effect a system 
of traffic regulations, almost identical 
with those suspended In 1905, which di- 
vided the stream of vehicles, sending all 
moving south through Seventh Avenue and 
all moving north through Broadway until 
Times Square was well passed. 

This was done with patience and intel- 
ligence by the traffic police with the re- 
sult that the present happy solution of 
the difficulty was reached without hitch 
or confusion. Automobile and hack 
drivers fell into the new practice readily, 
and about the only thing a pedestrian no- 
ticed was that he could move about the 
district quickly and in safety. 

But it did not take those who study city 
congestion long to see the beneficent 
change, At a meeting of the Fifth Ave- 
nue Association last week it was deter- 
mined to ask the Police Commissioner to 
apply the same remedy to the cross 
Streets at and near Fifth Avenue, where 
the congestion at certain hours has long 
been a subject of serious complaint. It 
developed at this meeting that drivers 
crowd into some streets in preference to 
others, apparently without good reason, 
and it is proposed to distribute this 
vehicular traffic through many streets, 
thus giving more room to those who over- 
flow the sidewalks. This judicious plac- 
ing of traffic may prove a wise method 
of dealing with certain sections where 
the erection of tall office and factory 
buildings has resulted in choking with 
crowds streets originally lesigned for 
only a fraction of their present volume of 
business.

“Once the great 
body of negroes finds out, he suggesis, 
the extreme liberality of the Socialist 
doctrine and practice, they will flock 
into Socialism, and in a very short time, 
he fears, swamp it—a little while and all 


the 10,000,000 colored people in the South 


will be Socialists. In view of these circum- 
stances, which he feels have all the solid 
consistency of fact, he finds that go long 
as the Socialist doctrine in inculcating 
the brotherhood of man levels the bar- 
riers of race between white and black, he 
is practically unable to be the Socialist 
he would like to be. 

The Call is forced to reply that it sees 
no consistent way of closing the open 
door of universal human brotherhood and 
equal hope upon the American negro. 
The open door for all seems too nearly 
the cardinal principle of the new order 
for special exclusion legislation to be 
possible even to keep the Southern So- 
cialist in the fold. 

It is no part of our intent here to sub- 
scribe to the validity of the Southern 5So- 
cialist’s reasoning, which, while plausible 
and ingenious, seems to us to leap from 
a few facts to large conclusions.

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The clipping that I asked for in my letter 
of Dec. 15 was ‘‘a letter of Mr. Augustine 
Birrell to The London Daily Mail,’’ referred to 
by Miss Lydia Ransom under date of Dec. 12.

In this 
sense I take exception to Miss Blackwell's 
Statement that those women were ‘‘ peace- 
ably trying to carry a memorial to Mr. As- 
quith.”” Those Englishwomen knew, if Miss 
Blackwell does not, that they were violating a 
law which prohibits large numbers of per- 
sons from approaching within one mile of the 
Houses of Parliament while that body is fn ses- 
sion. The ‘‘ peaceable ’’ - deputation of 
fragettes, consisting of Mrs. Pankhurst and 
two other ladies, was allowed to pass by the 
police, was courteously CBRNE to the House, 


escorted into Mr. Asquith’s private room, and 
received by his secretary. "The militant crowd, 
in procession with waving banners, had to be 
turned back by the police ac: cording to this 
law—by foree if necessary. This proceeding 
of the suffragettes was the result of a delib- 
erate, prearranged plan of campaign, and was 
announced by Mrs. Pethick Law rence a& month 
previously in the following words: ‘‘ We have 
to be ready to turn so many women into Par- 
liament Square in protest that it will be phys- 
ically impossible to arrest them all.’’

If I may be allowed to define a ‘‘ suf- 
fragette’’ as ‘‘a woman who gets or who 
wishes to get votes,’’ then she is clearly in 
the right. Women being as much interested 
as men in our having honest, able, and effi- 
cient public officials, it follows, as a matter 
of course, that they must wish to do what 
they can toward the choice of the best candi- 
dates. Such a wish is, indeed, more than a 
privilege; it is a duty. The question at issue 
is one not of right purpose, but of right 
method. 

The question {s a much older one than many 
suppose it to be. This is the way a suf- 
fragette solved it for herself nearly a hundred 
years ago. ® 

Miss Jane Welsh (afterward Mrs. Thomas 
Carlyle) had a friend (a Mr. Johnstone) whom 
she very much wanted to have elected to a 
certain office. She could not vote; she 
did not try to. She aqid better. Al- 
though not herself a voter, she was a 
vote getter not an academic, but a 
practical and most ae te ree 
Writing to Carlyle, (Dec. 8, 1825,) she says 
‘*Y am looking forward with much elensult 
to having your friend Mr. Johnstone here. I 
have got the promise of several votes over and 
above those secured by Gilbert Burns, and 
there is some hope that Mr. F. will either 
not vote at all or will vote as we wish; so that 


I have no doubt but he (Mr. J.) will be ap- 
pointed to the office.’’ What close watch she 
kept on the campaign appears from another 
letter to Carlyle, (Jan. 15, 1826:) ‘ The school- 
master affain is looking more _ promising 
again.”” And on Feb. 5 following Carlyle de- 
clares .the result of the election thus: 
‘* James Johnstone’s youth seems to be re- 
newed, as the eagle’s age, by his success in 
the election. You ought to rejoice in the 
good you: have done, and I will thank you as 
long as I live.’’- 

If the best kind of a suffragette is the one 
that is best at ‘‘ getting ’’ votes, Jane Welsh 
would seem to have been one of that kind.

BAD LAUNDRY CONDITIONS. 


League Reaffirms Its Statements and 
invites to a Conference. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In reply to the letter from Mr. John M. 
Heath, Secretary of the Manhattan Laun- 
drymen’s Association, published in THE 
TIMEs of Jan. 27, the Consumers” League 
of the City of New York wishes to state 
that it will furnish to a committee ap- 
pointed by the Laundrymen’s Association 
the names of the laundries in which its 
inquirer's statement in regard to laundry 
conditions, published in McClure’s Maga- 
zine for February, 
also furnish the detailed daily reports 6f 
our inquirers employed 
laundries. : 

Because the League’s effort is directed 
toward the improvement of general condi- 
tions through legislation and enforcement 
and not to individual persecutions, these 
names cannot be supplied for publication. 

In reply to Mr. Heath’s request that we 
visit one or more of his laundries to ob- 
serve these conditions, we wish to state 
that our inquirer has already worked in 
twenty of the laundries “And visited #the 
sixty laundries of Manhattan in company 
with an Inspector from the Department of 
Labor, and that the conditions observed 
in these laundries on the dates of their 
visits are on record in the office of the 
Labor Commissioner, though, for the rea- 
sons stated, the names cannot be supplied 
for publication. 

These records will show that the state- 
ment of the McClure’s Magazine article to 
the effect that “in nearly 50 per cent. of 
the commercial steam laundfies inspected 
the machinery was either unguarded or in- 
adequately guarded,’’ (italics ours,) is abso- 
lutely true. Mr. Van Doren’s statement 
that the magazine asserted that nearly 50 
per cent. of the mangles were unguarded 
will be seen to be an absolute misquota- 
tion, if reference is made to Page 404 of 
McClure’s Magazine for February, which 
prints the statement on machines under 
a photograph of a guarded mangle. 

As to the. statement that the ‘‘ wage 
averages ’’ mentioned by the magazine ar- 
ticle are ‘‘ absurdly low,’’ and that Presi- 
dent Wallach says that one of his women 
employes makes as high as $20 weekly, the 
Consumers’ League replies that it reas- 
serts the truth of its statements on the 
wages at the dates specified, and asks 
President Wallach to refer to Page 406 of 
McClure’s Magazine for February, where 
the statement ‘‘ wages in laundries range 
from: $3 to $25 a week’’ is prominently 
featured. In regard to Mr. Wallach’s 
statement that ‘‘ no one in his establish- 
ment (italics ours) earns as little as $4,00 
we wish to reply that this does not affect 
the fact that at the time of this inquiry 
last Summer numbers of women in other 
Manhattan laundries most certainly were 
earning as little as $4. The magazine did 
not publish and the League has not made 
any attack on the moral character of wo- 
men laundry workers. The article and 
the results of this inquiry, on the other 
hand, affirm their moral excellence. The 
statement in regard to their bereavements 
and to their misfortunes which we quote 
below, cannot possibly be misconstrued on 
this point by any just reader: , 





Indeed, many of all these laundry work- 
ers, probably a larger proportion than in 
uny otner trade, are widows with children 
to support. ‘‘ The laundry is the place,’’ 
said one of the women, ‘‘ for women with 
bum husbands, sick, drunk, or lazy.’’ 


In regard to President Wallach’s state- 
ment that ‘“‘ the laundry workers are lim- 
ited to working not more tkan sixty hours 
in one week by the State labor laws,’’ we 
wish to reply that this does not alter the 
fact that he will find both in the Depart- 
ment of Labor records and in our records 
the reports of violations of this law. 

In regard to Mr. Heath's belief that 
some of ths conditions described should 
not be permitted to exist under.the present 
State labor law, we wish to reassert the 
statement of the article in McClure’s 
Magazine on Page 403, that “all the ille- 
gal defects discovered were ordered reme- 
died by the Factory Inspectors. But New 
York labor legislation, no matter how ex- 
cellent, cannot be enforced with the pres- 
ent number of Inspectors.” In further re- 
ply to Mr. Heath’s expressed belief that 
some of the conditions should not be per- 
mitted to exist, we call his attention to 
the fact that the first recommendation of 
the Consumers’ League was “that an ap- 
propriation be made for additional Fac- 
tory Inspectors,’ (Page 412, McClure’s 
Magazine, February, 1911.) 

We would greatly welcome the appoint- 
ment of a joint committee composed of 
members of the Laundrymen’s Associa- 
tion and of the Consumers’ League of the 
City of New York to work toward a right 
adjustment of this matter, in fairness to 
every one concerned, and would be glad 
to give an accurate account of the results 
of such co-operation to the press.

The Term of Enlistment.

In contradiction to the heading of your dis- 
patch, ‘‘ For a Longer Enlistment,’’ from the 
Adjutant General’s office at Albany, in which 
it states that among other things Adt, Gen. 
Verbeck favors a term of service of three 
years in the National Guard of this State, I 
beg to state that it reduces, not lengthens, 
the term of service from five years to three 
years. Up to about 1875 the term was seven 
years, reduced then to five. In my opinion, 
this reduction of the term of service will not 
benefit the Guard. It will only result in a 
majority of cases in the State getting two 
years’ less service from each enlisted man, 
and, moreover, a man only begins to be a 
good soldier after he has served three years, 
and then he goes out.

Morgan, John G. Johnson, E. T. Stottés- 
bury, Pennsylvania Academy of Fine Arts, 
Charles L. Freer, and Berton Mansfield. 

There. will be a private view of the ex- 
hibits for the Trustees of the Museum, its 
members and friends, this afternoon, ad- 
mission being by card, and the exhibition 
will be thrown open to the public to-mor- 
row.

Opening at the same time will be ano.uer 
beautiful exhibit which will attract lovers 
of laces, the collection of Mrs. George 
Blumenthal being shown in Gallery 10. 
Mrs, J. P. Morgan, Jr., has also loaned 
some interesting lace, including the 
wedding lace of Queen C ‘harlotte, flounces 
and narrow lace to match, worn at her 
wedding to George III. 

Now to be seen in the Recent Acces- 
sions Room, on the first floor of the Mu- 
seum, are interesting ceramics, figurines 
of the Han dynasty, 206 C., and a 
number of examples of Korean ware. 
Two sculptured pilasters by Giovanni 
Pisano are interesting and valuable re- 
cent purchases of the Museum, few ot 
the works of the artist or nis immediate 
assistants being obtainabie. A painted 
wooden book cover, Sienese, 1343, has re- 
cently come into the possession of ths 
Museum, and the painting by Rousseau, 
presented by P. A. B. Widener and pree 
viously mentioned, has arrived and is 
hung in Gallery 19. 

The new issue of the Museurn Bulletin 
contains an account of the work of tha 
Egyptian expedition of the Museum, its 
excavation, investigation of early Chris- 
tion sites and cemeteries, and records of 
churches and church buildings of ths 
Same early périod which are still extant.

EIGHT-HOUR LAW OBSERVED. 


Labor Commissioner Thinks This Due 
to Possible Forfeiture of Contracts. 


ALBANY, Feb. 5.—The annual report of 
the State Commissioner of Labor, to be 
presented to the Legislature to-night, 
states that the eight-hour law is being 
practically observed. There were only 
forty complaints received last year, and 
twenty-five of them were found to be vio- 
lations. The Commissioner attributes the 
respect paid the law to the severe penalty 
clause. involving possible forfeiture of 
contracts. gers | 

The Commissioner notes a continuing 
high rate of accidents in tunnel work, the 
prevention of which he finds a problem 
due to the difficulty of getting employes 
to show proper caution after -necessaryv 
safeguards have been provided by the eme- 
ployer. ; 

In factory inspection the Commissioner 
hopes this year to enforce specially the re- 
quirements of the law to safeguard acci- 
dents from machinery; wants power to 
prescribe special regulations for occupa- 
tions in which industrial diseases occur; 
more Inspectors to effect greater cleanli- 
ness in factories and shops, and the prohi- 
bition of child labor in certain sections of 
New York City. 


SAYS LABOR’S FOR MITCHELL 


Organization Leader Thinks the Mine 
Workers’ Ultimatum Unwarranted. 


It was learned yesterday that while the 
American Federation of Labor, though 
the United Mine Workers are affiliated 
with that body, cannot take any official 
action regarding the ultimatum of the 
convention of the Mine Workers to John 
Mitchell, Chairman of the Trade Agree- 
ment Department of the Civic Federa- 
tion, giving him till April either to leavé 
the Civic Federation or the union, Many 
of the officers of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor personally side with Mitch- 
ell. They deny that the Civic Federation 
is inimical to organized labor. 

Hugh Frayne, General Organizer for 
this district of the American Federation 
of Labor, who represents President Gomp- 
ers in New York and worked in the coal 
mines himself, safd last night: 

‘No one knows better than I do the 
feelings of the miners toward Mr. Mitche- 
ell, and Ix am certain that if the ultFk 
matum of the convention, which was at- 
tended by 1,200 delegates, were put to @ 
referendum vote of the 300,000 members 
of the union, it would not be sustained. 
I know, and so do they, that he has the 
interests of the union at heart as much 
as ever. 


NO NEW FIELDS FOR WOMEN.

PUBLIC LEARNING, SHE SAYS 





Convinced by Her Concert Tour That 
Its Taste for Musical Classics 


is Improving. 





One of the singers of the Metropolitan 
Opera House, who has not been heard 
there this season, has not been idle in 
spite of the fact that she is the wife of 
the Director of that theatre. Frances 
Alda, in private life Mme. Gatti-Casazza, 
has spent a busy season giving concerts 
all over America and incidentally seeing 
a great deal of a country in which she 
has never traveled before. She has been 
heard frequently in Boston at the opera 
and sings with the Philadelphia Opera 
Company this week. It is probable that 
New Yorkers will hear her again in opera 
next season, and in the meantime she is 
to give a song recital within a few weeks, 
in which she wil) show how she has been 
Spending her year. 

“ Nothing has amazed me go much,”’ 
she said yesterday to a Times reporter, 
“as the appreciation with which my song 
recitals have been received. I am grate- 
ful for the personal trihute, but what I 
am thinking of particularly is the pro- 
ramme which I had Prepared for use 
through the country. It consisted of a 
group of classical Italian airs, some Ger- 
man Heder, some French songs, and some 
English and American songs. 

‘Now in many places where I was 
heard they told me that they were more 
used to hearing singers in ‘Caro Nome’ 
and other hackneyed operatic airs, and 
they thanked me for singing Debussy, 
Caccini, and Pergolese for them. It was

All of us singers bring something to 
the Opera House; some of us have won- 
derful personalities, some great beauty, 
others wonderful voices, some are great 
actors, and some unite all of these quali- 
ties. To sing at the Metropolitan, how- 
ever, one must have something more than 
is required of one in a small opera house. 
Fach has his or her particular niche to 
fill, and tries to fill it. I think one will 
find less trouble, less jealousy at the 
Opera House here now than there has ever 
been before. 


Intrigue in French Theatres.

THE NEW YORK SYMPHONY. 


A Symphony by Paul Dukas Played 
for the First Time. 


At the concert of the New York Sym- 
phony Orchestra in The New Theatre yes- 
terday afternoon the programme was 
made up of Bach's first Brandenburg 
concerto, Paul Dukas’s symphony in C, 
and César Franck’s ‘‘Symphonic Varia- 
tions ’’ for plano and orchestra. Of these 
the symphony was heard for the first time 
in New York. It Is the only symphony 
written by the French composer, who has 
a singularly small Hst of works to his 
credit for one who has his name as a 
composer. The orchestral scherzo ‘ L’Ap- 
prenti Sorcier,’’ which has been played here 
several times, and an earlier overture 
which has remained in obscurity, seem to 
be his only published compositions for 
orchestra; and even in other directions a 
couple of plano pieces and the opera 
“Ariane et Barbe Bleue,’’ whose pro- 
duction is said to be Impending at the 
Metropolitan Opera House, are all that 
are to be enumerated. 

The symphony is in three movements. 
Mr. Damrosch, in some remarks that he 
made before he played it, (in the course 
of which he made a short analysis and 
played the principal themes on the pi- 
ano,) noted the fact that the modern 
French symphonists seem to have agreed 
to drop the scherzo or an analogous move- 
ment from their symphonic scheme. It 
is a very serious and sincere work that 
has nothing tin it of the persiflage of 
‘““L’Apprent!i Sorcier,’’ and that stands 
nearer to César Franck than to the 
younger school of the present day. Dukas 
has put much energy into the themes 
of his first movement, and has developed 
them in terms of rich and varied har- 
mony, and with abundant ingenuity. The 
working-out section of this movement—tor 
Dukas has followed the elder models in 
the form in which he has cast his music 
—hasgs really splendid vigor and vehemence., 
The slow movement is sober and re- 
strained in expression without manifest 
endeavor to attain sensuous beauty; its 
most striking feature is a fine sustained 
choral-like melody. The mood is reflect- 
ive, even mournful, and the length at 
which the composer has expressed him- 
self here seriously interferes with the 
effect upon the listener before the end is 
reached. The last movement returns to 
the energetic spirit of the first, and there 
are more strong rhythms, rich and ex- 
pert harmonization. 

The symphony can hardly fail to im- 
press itself as music that aims at the 
highest things, and that exhibits a large 
equipment in intellectual and technical 
resources, in ingenuity and skill. What it 
does not exhibit, unfortunately, ts a real 
spontaneity and fecundity of inspiration. 
It is not to be called dull music, but it 
does not fire the imagination. 

Three movements of Bach's first Brand- 
enburg concerto were played; there are a 
minuetto, polacca, and two trios that 
were omitted. The music is most delight- 
ful, espectallvy the adagio, with its solo 
for the oboe, exquisitely poetical and ro- 
mantic. The character of the concerto 
was hardly properly indicated by the 
programme, which set it down as “for 
violin solo,”” with Mr. Mannes’s name as 
soloist. It is in reality a ‘concerto 
grossro,® but the usual plan of such a 
concerto, a group of solo instruments con- 
trasted with the body of the orchestra, is 
scarcely traceable in it. What Mr. Mannes 
played was a part originally written for 
the “violino piccolo,”” a smaller violin, 
but not, in this work, Intended as a solo 
»xart, The performance would have gained 

y a mere perfect. ensemble. 

The same’ may be said of Franck’s 
“Symphonic Variations,”’ for piano solo 
anc orchestral accompaniment, the solo 
part of which was played by Mr. Adolphe 
Borchard. The work combines Franck's 
characteristic plangent and wistful note 
with several passiges of great brilliancy. 
It had not heen heard here for a number 
of years, though it is well worth the at- 
tention of pianists because of its great 
peauty and = orisinality. Mr. Borchard 
gavea satisfactory performance of it, one 
that evidently soucht to give full expres- 
sion to the contrasting spirit of the va- 
riations. 


THE PHILHARMONIC SOCIETY. 
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Ernest Hutcheson Plays Edward Mac- 
Dowell’s D Minor Concerto. 


The name of Edward MacDowell ap- 
peared on the prozramme of the Philhar- 
monic Society yesterday afternoon at its 
concert at Carneztle Hall. Ernest Hutche- 
son played the pianoforte concerto in D 
minor of this American composer. 

This work, which was composed in 1885, 
is one of the most notable compositions 
of MacDowell, and it is also one of the 
best of modern pianoforte concertos. It 
has often been plaved in this country and 
Europe by Mme. Carreno, for a _ short 
time the teacher of MacDowell. 

Mr. Hutcheson’s performance yesterday 
was a good one; in the softer and more 
lyrical portions of the work he played 
exquisitely, but he seemed to lack the 
necessary power for the more forceful 
climaxes—a fact, by the way, which Mr. 
Mahler did not seem to take into account 
in his orchestral reading—and sometimes 
in the more brilliant passages of the 
scherzo his tone bgcame a little blurred. 
However, he brought out the main in- 
tent of the work. 

Mr. Mahler in general seemed to be in 
one of his best days. His playing of the 
“ Unfinished Symphony” of Schubert and 
the overture to ‘Die Meistersinger ”’ 
aroused the greatest enthusiasm.

Prins Willem V. Arrives in Port 
After Rough Experience on 





Voyage from Antwerp. 





ALARM WHEN NOT REPORTED 





Fog and Storm Prevented Communi- 
cation with Ports, and Insurance 
Rates Had Been Increased. 





The Royal Dutch mail steamship Prins 
Willem V., which arrived yesterday from 
the West Indies, furnished Holland the 
greatest marine sensation since the disap- 
pearance of her sister ship Prins Willem 
{l. a year ago, but her Captain, Jan 
Aarents, did not learn of it until his ar- 
rival. : 

The Prins Willem V., which sailed from 
Antwerp on Dec. 23, is a vessel of one of 
the subsidized lines of Holland, in which 
Queen Wilhelmina is said to be interest- 
ed financially. Through a combination 
of storm and fog Capt, Aarents was una- 
ble to report his vessel passing either 
Dungeness or Fayal. In consequence there 
Was much alarm in Holland. She was 
reported overdue and reinsurance on her 
was increased 10 per cent. When she ar- 
rived at Paramaribo on Jan. 10, Capt. 
Aarents found cable communication inter- 
rupted, and it was not until he reached 
Demerara on Jan. 13 that he was able to 
cable his home office of his safe arrival. 

Meunwhile the people of Holland were 
intensely excited. The Prins Willem V.'s 
crew of forty were drawn from almost as 
many parts of Holland, and the vessel's 
failure to report brought fears from all 
directions, Tor it was only a year ago 
since the Prins Willem II. was lost with 
ali on board.

Those who fail to make allowance for 


Wall Street’s incurable habit of exag- 
gerating all pronouncements from high 
quarters and then interpreting the ex- 
aggerations in terms of the stock mar- 
ket are invariably misled.

Special interest attaches to the document 
for the reason that it affords an opportu-

ficient equipment. When the equipment 
was increased at the beginning of the cur- 
rent fiscal year the earnings rapidly in- 
creased so that for the first four months 
of this year they were nearly double the 
earnings for the corresponding period of 
the previous year. The road, moreover, 
had not been fully constructed when it 
was put in operation, and this fact nat- 
urally militated against the best possible

The tendency of the market was more 4ef- 
Inite last week, and, although irregularity was 
witnessed during various sessions, in the 
course of the last few’days prices developed 


considerable weakness with the market verging 


on demoralization at times. Losses of nearly 
$5 a bale as compared with the previous high 


records of the season were scored, and bear 


sentiment tended to increase as prices de- 
clined, while in the meanwhile public par- 
ticipation became more and more indifferent, 
Which refers particularly to the old crop 
montha. 

The downward trend of values was due large- 
ly to Hquidation by scattered holders, whe 
were displeased with the ehange noted In the 
tenor of Manchester advices. This centre had 
furnished ammunition to the bulls for many 
weeks owing to their active buying, and 
naturally when this demand subsided percep- 
tibly the sentimentat.effect was great, espe- 
Clally as other influences could hardly be 
termed as being of benefit to holders, with the 
possible exception of weather conditions, which 
were not entirely propitious. 

Many reasons were assigned to the slower 
trade accounts which were received from 
abroad, but it was evident that the develop- 
ments In the Chinese Empire were having 
an important bearing on affairs. The com- 
bination of a severe plague, which ts resulting 
in a great number of deaths daily and a sag- 
ging tendency in bar silver, which reduces 
the purchasing power of that country, were 
factors largely instrumental in the cancellation 
of orders. It was thought by some authorities 
that foreign mills, anticipating further im- 
proved business and not cancellations, had 
bought quite Mberally in advance, and, there- 
fore, there was considerable talk of an over- 
production of yarn. The liberal exports from 
this country from a to day with the total 
so far this season, fully 1,200,000 bales greater 
than a year ago, indicates that foreign buying 
has been tn good volume, but there are doubt- 
iess @ number of mills well sold ahead. It 
remains to be seen whether this lull in trade 
demand is temporary or if it is the beginning 
of a decided pause in the buying of American 
cotton. 

The advance in the stock market has natu- 
rally created a great deal of comment, espe- 
clally as it ig generally conceded that that 
market is a fair and reliable barometer to 
activity in industrial lines. It is well known, 
however, that in financial circles future events 


cial centres of the country the reports are 
of quickening trade.

Improving outiook in iron and steel, greater 
interest in dry goods, larger dealings in hides 
and leather, generally excellent crop advices, 
an expanding marxet .of bonds, faciiltated by 
the continuing ease in money; the indications 
of an increasing American credit balance 
abroad, due in part te the better conditions in 
foreign commeree, and the action of t Union 
Pacific system in Voting to spend $75, ,000 in 
the next few years in double tracking the road 
~—these are signs of a forward movemert which 
serve to inspire larger confidence among busi- 
ness men in all branches of trade and industry, 
in spite of the fact that the volume of trans- 
actions is still below the point of normal out- 


put. 

While bank clearings report a decrease of 2.6 
per cent. outside of New York and15.3 per 
cent, in New York, as compared with 1910, and 
only moderate gains as compared with 1908, 
this fact would, ijn the light of the more hope- 
ful feelings that exists, seem to represent more 
the past than the future. It ig significant, 
moreover, that railroad earnings, notwithstand- 
ing the jate increase in number of idle cars, 
are so well maintained, showing a gain during 
three weeks of January of 4.7 per cent. 

The failure record of last month also denoted 
improvement. The reports from the principal 
cities show that the January improvement has 
been fairly general, although gradual. not- 
withstanding the fact that retail trade has 
been somewhat retarded by unseasonabie 
weather, Foreign commerce at New York dur- 
ing the latest week condisted of $14,817,929

_ CONFEDERATE PENSIONS. 


Texas Proposes Special Tax to Make 
Fund $1,200,000 a Year. 


Special to The New York Times. 

AUSTIN, Texas, Feb. 5.—The Confeder- 
ate pension system, which the State of 
Texas adopted a few years ago, is grow- 
ing in its financial requirements.\ The 
original appropriation for pensions was 
$250,000 annually. This was found too 
snvall to meet the needs of the indigent 
ex-Confederates and their widows, and it 
was increased to $500,000 annually. The 
applications for pensions continued to 
pouz in, and the rolls grew so large that 
this $500,000 only gives the pensioners a 
mere pittance per month. , 

It is now proposed to adopt an amend- 
ment to the Constitution providing for a 
special tax of 6 cents on each $100 of 
assessed valuations in the State toward 
an annual pension fund.

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FORESEES A CHECK 
IN CITY'S GROWTH 


Walter Laidiaw Believes New 
York’s Competitors Will Creep 
Up on Her in Next 30 Years. 








IMMIGRATION TIDE TURNS 





Other Causes, He Says, Will Contrib- 
ute to Lowering of the Rate of In- 
crease In the Population Here. 





Walter Laidlaw, ex-Secretary of ‘the 
Federation of Churches and Christian 
Organizations in New York City, sees 
reason to doubt the commonly accepted 
estimates of the growth of the city in the 
next thirty years. He believes that in 
1940 the population will number not more 
than 9,600,627. 

He arrives at this conclusion by @ re- 
view of the growth of the city in the last 
century, and shows that it has not been 
regular, and that there have been pe- 
rieds, such as 1810-20 and 1860-90, when 
the proportion that the inhabitants of 
New York bore to the entire Nation act- 
ually decreased, or at least did not in- 
crease. He notes that the two great 
Causes of the city’s rapid rise to pre- 
eminence were the building of the Erie 
Canal and the immense immigration, and 
he declares that there are now certain fac- 
tors working against the continued in- 
erease in the city. 

In the first place, Dr. Laidlaw sees @ 
continuation in the decline of the share 
ef New York in the foreign commerce of 
the Nation. In the last thirty years it 
has fallen from 54.8 per cent. to 47.7, but 
there is some encouragement in the fact 
that the lowest point seems to have been 
touched in 1907, when it was 45.00 per 
cent., and that since then there has been 
a revival. Then Canada is becoming an 
Important competitor. Her transcontinen- 
tel railroads have gradients so low as to 
be formidable rivals for the carrying trade 
through and from the new Northwest, 
and the Dominion is doing all she can to 
‘Improve her canals and develop her ports. 

Other American ports are doing their 
pest to overhaul New York, Providence 
and Boston hope to obtain whatever im- 

rt and export trade the Canadian Grand 

runk will bring through American terri- 
tory, and Baltimore, Philadelphia, and 
Southern ports are spending money on 
their equipment. The proposed inter- 
coastal canal would also, in Dr. _Laid- 
law's opinion, give to a number of inland 
cities the same advantages in the matter 
of distribution that the enlarged Erie 
Canal gave to New York. 

Other points that are likely to affect the 
commercial pre-eminence of this city are 
the diminution of American exports to 
Europe, the development of the Mississippi 
till it restores to New Orleans something 
of the export trade it enjoyed in 1841, and 
the favorable position of cities to the 
south of New York to engage in trade 
with both sides of the South American 
Continent. The opening of the Panama 
Canal is likely to increase greatly the im- 
portance of such ports as Galveston and 
Gulfport, Miss., and the awakening otf 
China to a greater demand for American 

oods should afford cities on the Pacific 

oast and to the south of New York an 
opportunity to creep up on this city. 

Dr. Laidlaw aiso suggests that if the re- 
gstrictions on Oriental immigration be re- 
moved, the growth of the Pacific Coast in 
{ts industries and its Pacific trade would 
run the East hard for its present suprem- 
ecy. Moreover, he points out that as the 
development of New Jersey as a residen- 
tial and business centre can never be reck- 
oned to the credit of the greater city, its 
progress will place another obstacle in the 
way of New York keeping as far ahead of 
other American cities as it is to-day. 

One of the chief sources of supply to 
WNew York’s population has of late years 
been immigration, but Dr. Laidlaw sees 
reason to suppose that there will be in the 
future fewer strangers entering our gates. 
He points out that the Argentine Repub- 
lic is now drawing to itself every year 


100,000 Italian laborers, and that, even if : 


the construction of the new subways con- 
tinues the attraction which such works as 
the Pennsylvania and New York Central 
improvements have furnished, immigrants 
of this class will not come to stay here. 

Then, according to Dr. Laidlaw, there ts 
an inability on the part of the New York 
Jewish colony to absorb a larger immigra- 
tion of their race. On this matter he 
&ays: 


Jacob H. Schiff and other eminent Jew- 
ish citizens of New York have recently 
endeavored to persuade members of their 
race living in New York to advise their 
persecuted fellows in Russia. and other 

@ountries to take passage, in coming to 
America, to ports other than the Port of 
New York, and Galveston, Texas, has al- 
ready begun to receive a large Jewish im- 
Migration. 

The extent to which Jewish immigration 
into America can be diverted from New 
York City is,as yet problematic; but there 

undoubtedly be some diminution of 

growth of New York Citv from the 
Jew of Russia, Poland, and Austria-Hun- 
gary. The vigorous Industrial Removal 
Committee, which has developed Jewish 
@gricultural colonies by removals from con- 
gested Jewish sections of New York, will 
doubtless in the future be able to deal with 
causes of condgitions, as well as with con- 
ditions themselves, by inducing the Jew, 
while en route to America, to engage in 
agriculture, or to seek some city other 
than New York for manufacturing occu- 
pation, whether in the garment trade or 
{nm gzome other. 


In close connection with this is the ef- 
fort now being made’ by the United 


States Government to develop other ports | 


of entry and to divert from Ellis Island 
as many aS possible of the new comers. 
This has been so far successful that 
whereas in 1906 the percentage of the 
year’s immigrants who came up the Bay 
was 79.9 per cent., in the year ended 


* June 30, 1910, it had fallen to 75.5, and 


whereas in the twelve months ended 
June 30, 1908, the number of immigrants 
declaring other destinations than New 
York State was 530,921, in the following 
twelve months it had risen to 682,964. Dr. 
Laidlaw also thinks that the great Ameri- 
can emigration to Canada will make its 
effect felt on this city. 

To estimate what the population of each 
borough will be in 1940, Dr. Laidlaw ad- 
mits, would be very much more difficult. 
He deciares, however, that the population 
of Manhattan will decrease.

MOTORISTS WANT NEW LAWS. 


New Jersey Delegation to Appeal to 
the Legislature for Relief Measures. 
A delegation of members of the New 


Jersey Automobile and Motor Club of 
Newark will go to the State House in 





Trenton to-morrow to plead for automo-j; 


bile legislation. A public hearing is to 
be given by the Assembly Committee on 
Highways. It is expected that motorists 
from all over the State will be in at- 
tendance. 


Despite opposition from the South Jer- 
sey Motor Club conservative automobilists 
believe that it is about time that the bar- 
rier against motorists from other States 
should be withdrawn. The Newark Club 
has prepared a note which will be placed 
on the desk of each Senator and As- 
semblyman to-night. Here it is: ‘ 


This club asks the following changes in 
the motor vehicle laws, and stands for 
them without equivocation in any way: 

Reciproeity between States, abolition of 
twelve and fifteen miles per hour speed 
limits, lights on all vehicles at night, 
horse power rating to be determined by 
the A. L. A. M. formula, pro rata charge 
for licenses granted after Sept. 1, increasing 
the number of honorary inspectors from 
twenty to forty. 

Some objection has appeared to reciproci- 
ty on account of the fear of damage to 
our roads. We believe that a man who 
comes into this State with an automobile 
leaves vastly more money than the damages 
to roads. 

Statements have been made that license 
fees should be increased. Note the follow- 
ing official figures for the year of 1009: 
Appropriated to roads from motor ve- 

hicle fund $362,827 
Appropriated by counties 676,994 


Total $1,089,821 
Of this first amount, 87,000 was paid by 
non-residents for eight-day privileges. 

Approximately “23,000 automobiles were IH- 
censed, and assuming that there was an 
average assessment of $500 as personal prop- 
erty and the average tax rate to be $1.69 
we find that the automobile contributes 
to the general tax fund an additional 
amount of $184,000, which added to the 
amount turned over by the Commissioner 
of Motor Vehicles means that the ae

all moneys expended on roads. 

This organization is opposed to any in- 
crease in license fees. 

This organization believes that it is more 
an offense to run a motor car at four miles 
an hour under crowded and congested con- 
ditions than it is to operate one at a 
maximum speed under other conditions, and 
the present twelve and fifteen miles per 
hour clause in the present law serves no 
good purpose. It is not reasonable to en- 
force it, and the law should be so that @ 
driver of an automobile must at times drive 
his car in a reasonable manner, with due 
regard for others on the highway.

READY 10 REFORM 
JERSEY ELECTIONS 


Legislature Hopes to Get to 
Work This Week on New Pri- 
mary and Other Measures. 








EDWARDS TO BE CONTROLLER 





Gov. Wilson Still Silent on His Legis- 
lative Programme—Attorney General 
Wilson Says He Won't Resign.

TRENTON, WN. 5., Feb. 6.—With the 
opening of the fifth week of the Legisiat- 
ure to-morrow evening there is some 
hope that the business of enacting legis- 
lation will get a start, although a joint 
session of the Senate and Assembly on 
Tuesday to elect a State Controller and 
a number of Commissioners of Deeds 
will have a tendency to sidetrack Dills, 
much as the inauguration of Gov. Wilson 
and the election of United States Senator 
Martine hag been doing in the weeks 
that have passed. 

The Democrats controlling the joint ses- 
sion will elect Edward I. Edwards, a 
Jersey City banker, Controller, succeed- 
ing Henry J. West, a Camden Repub- 
lican. Mr. Edwards is a brother of for- 
mer State Senator Willlam D. Edwards 
of Hudson County, and for yearg was 
the business adviser of Robert Davis, the 
Hudson County leader. 

Following his election Mr. Edwards will 
give a luncheon to the members of the 
Legislature, State officials, and other 
guests. This will be one of the few social 
functions of the session. It has been the 
custom for years for United States Sen- 
ators-elect to give elaborate luncheons 
here, but Senator Martine, on the advice 
of friends, departed from the custom. It 
also appears likely that Gov. Wilson will 
do even less entertaining than did Govs. 
Fort and Stokes. 

Gov. Wilson Is keeping his own counsel 
regarding his legislative programme. It 
is expected, however, that he will have 
introduced a number of bills covering his 
ideas of political reform. It is likely that 
both houses will pass election reform 
bills this week. The Democrats and the 
Republicans alike have introduced bills of 
this kind, and both sides are anxioug to 
make whatever political capital ig pos- 
sible. 

Both parties are pledged to extend the 
direct nominations law to the nomination 
for Governor and Congressmen and enact 
legislation to prevent corrupt practices. 
A iaw to make campaign contributions 
public and to prevent big campaign con- 
tributions by corporations or others ia- 
terested in proposed legislation ig includ- 
ed in the programme. There is also a 
disposition on the part of many legis- 
lators to urge the appointment of election 
officers by the courts rather than by the 
campaign managers of the political par- 
ties. In this way, it is believed, a better 
class of election officers would be ob-
